comedy to be presented, they were

HAY FEVER GERM 


IN HIGH CLIMATE 


(By The Asxoclated Fres* ) 
KEW ORLEANS, Oct. 8. —The cot- 


ton boll weevil and the hay fever 
"germ" have nothing 
in common 


but aviators at Tallulah, La., where 
the federal department of agricul- 
ture is fighting the cotton pest ex- 
perimentally by dusting 
the field; 
with poison discharged 
from 
air- 


planes, have learned something thai 
shows why hay fever may run riot 
almost anvwhere 


Dr. William Scfteppegrell, of this 


city, an authority on the fever, dis- 
closed for the first time today that 
:he aviators had not been confining 
their efforts solely to ppisoning the 
weevil. They set out to learn just how 
high rag weed pollen, the hay fever 
producer, ascended Into the a;r and 
lave brought down specimens from 
an altitude of 4,000 feet and with 
greater heights yet. 
To be explored. 
"We have been making the air- 


plane experiments for the last month 
and our work Is not yet finished," 
said Dr. Scheppegrell. "The 
pollen 
ias been 
found 
at high 
altitudes 


where the land ascended to an eleva- 
tion of several thousand feet but un- 
til this experiment 
we 
-were 
not 
aware pollen could be found in the 
air 4.000 feet above land Our first 
experiment at Tallulah was with an 
airplane flying 80 miles an hour at 
an elevation of 1,000 feet. This re- 
vealed the pollen. Samples were ob- 
tained by the exposure of glycerine 
coated plates for twenty. irriTrcrtes. "J 
Furth«r- tests wire" made- at two 
three and four thousand feet and pol- 
ien was found at each level. 


"The result of these experiments 
will aid us in deductions as to the 
movement of pollen. It Is exception- 
ally light and probably rises to these 
elevations with the vaporized mols- 
:ure. Then, being- hght, it falls =low- 
,y 
In dry, warm weather it as- 


cends.

STRIKE HAS PROVED 


VALUE OF 


N E W S P A P E R 
ADVERTISING.

NEW YORK, Oc. 6.— The stream 


of advertising, dammed back for a 
time by the pressmen's strike, has 
been running- back full this week in 
the newspaper channels 
and has 


brought back with it the large part 
of accustomed volume of tra^e to 
he retail stores. 
Merchants, Uow- 


e\-er, are still clamoring for more 
space than the publishers can allow 
them and are using all the pressure 
possible to obtain advantageous posi- 
tion. 
' 


New York newspapers are print- 


ing issues as large as mechanical 
facilities will permit. They are de- 
voting all the space to advertising 
that established ratios of news to ad- 
vertising will permit and still are 
obliged to refuse a certain amount of 
the business offered them. One even- 
Ing paper issued Friday the largest 
edition in it's history, sixty pages. 
The largest edition of a morning pa- 
per since the strike started has been 
44 pages with over 20 pages devoted 
to advertisements. 


The.,,effect of the curtailment of 
advertising, on merchants is only now 
beginning to be fully realized. 
A 


survey of the larger advertisers by 
one publisher today indicated plain- 
ly that they had experienced a severe 
loss in cash sales. J. M. Giddings, in 
a statement regarding the placing of 
J. M. Giddings and Company in the 
hands of a receiver, declared 
that 


one of the chief contributing "Causes 
was the pressmen's strike which pre- 
vented the store from 
properly. 


At least four large stores in this 


city had planned anniversary sales 
which they were forced to abandon 
since they could not adverise them. 
These sales, 
however, 
have 
been 


merely postponed. They will not be 
anniversary sales but the stores will 
be forced to hold and advertise spe- 
cial sales to get 
rid of the stock 


bought in anticipation ol these 
fea- 


tures. 


Results from advertising, apparent- 


ly, are as satisfactory as ever if the 
experience Thursday of the Ohrbach 
store is a citerion. 


The store advertised that the first 


2.500 persons who entered on that 
day woul<l have a chance to buy a 
cloth dress /or $1. The police re- 
serves required three hours before 
the crowd was brought' undar con- 
trol. Many customer*, finding It Im- 
possible to get 
into the Ohrbactt 


Store, swarmed into th» establish- 
ment of E. Klein, a neighboring mer- 
chant .where police also 
Trfcre re- 


quir-.o to control the jam. 


The Ohrbach store extends for a 


full block and has three selling floors 
but the cro-.vd was so great oven un- 
der police supervision that sales peo- 
ple were swept to the tops of count- 
era where they vainly tried to direct 
customers.

shoppers virtually 


waited on themselves and then stood 
in line to have their purchases wrap- 
ped. 


The advertising director of one of
